CHICAGO, Oct. 7.—(?)—Mayor 
William Hale Thompson tossed down 
the gauntlet to his police chiefs today 
to find the men who robbed his wife 
of $17,000 worth of jewelry and sent 
her to bed, prostrated by the shock. 

John H. ,.Aleock, a commisgion- 
er of police, dctepted the responsi- 
bility with few words, “The whole de- 
partment is working to apprehend the 
robbers.” 

Between the lines that told of the 
midnight hold-up in front of the 
Thompson's Sheridan road apartment 
the public read two questions: “Who? 
and Why?’—the “Why?” inspired by 
a theory that underworld foes of the 
Alcock administration took the sen- 
sational method of robbing’ the 
mayor's wife to jeopardize the com- 
missioner’s post. 

“IT have my-own ideas about that,” 
Aleock said. ‘The matter will be 
fully investigated.” 

Another theory as to the motives 
behind the robbery was that Mrs. 
Thompson was the victim by a mere 
chance, that the robbers were waiting 
to hold up anyone who came along 
or possibly that they had “spotted” 
her because of her expensive jewels. 

The three men who tore the jewel- 
ry from Mrs. Thompson and slugged 
and robbed her policeman-chaufteur 
said nothing to indicate they knew 
Mrs. Thompson’s identity. They did,

RIO DE JANEIRO, Oct. 7.—A 
call to arms through Brazil today 
and brought the civil war sharply 
home to the people of the nation as 
the federal government called out 10 
classes in the army and naval re- 
serves, mobilizing 420,000 men. 

The classes called were men from 
21 to 31 years old. It was estimated 
each class would average 42,000 men.

Capital Cut Off. 

The capital and federal district 
were partially cut off by rail from 
the hinterland . where the city—a 
community of more than 1,100,000 
persons—gets most of its food. 

The government commandeered all 
ships belonging to Brazilians, presum- 
ably. for use in bringing im food from 
near-by countries should a shortage 
occur. None was fared at the mo- 
ment, but every precaution was taken, 

A decree was issued tonight au- 
thorizing federal occupation of the 
“Rede Sul Mineira” railway, which 
had béen subleased to the state of

RICHMOND, Va., Oct. 7.—(P)— 
The twenty-fourth annual convention 
of the Illuminating Engineering So- 
ciety opened here this morning for a 
four-day session, the first to be held 
by the organization in the south.

Pinson severed his connection with 
the board and became a writer of 
missionary literature for the Sunday 
school board. He was author of “His- 
tory-of Missions in China,” “The 
Church and the Boys,” “The Call of 
God to Man” and other books. 
Besides his widow, Dr. Pinson is 
survived by four sons: Wallace Pin- 
son, Nashville: Theo Pinson, Dallas; 
Paul Pinson, Tulsa, and Dr. Murrell 
Pinson, a physician of Elibabethton, 
Tennessee.

Final Briefs Scheduled To 
Be Filed Friday by 
Louis Titus, Attorney 
for Atlanta.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 7.—Officials 
of the District of Columbia supreme 
court indicated today that a decision 
may be forthcoming as early as next 
week on the mandamus action brought 
by Atlanta to compel Director of the 
(Census William M. Steuart to publish 
the city’s 1930 population in accord- 
ance with the boundaries defined by 
the Georgia legislature in approving 
the Greater Atlanta charter last year. 

Final briefs are scheduled to be 
filed not later than Friday, by Louis 
Titus, Washington attorney in charge 
of Atlanta's case, on the point sug- 
gested by the court at the conclusion 
of open hearings yesterday, but As- 
sistant United States District Attor- 
ney John W. Fihely, representing Di- 
rector Steuart in the litigation, said 
today he would ask leave to defer 
presentation of his brief until Mon- 
day, although the court had requested 
that the supplemental documénts be 
filed within three days. 

On this basis, Justice Frederick L. 
Siddons, who is hearing the case, will 
not begin the consideration of the 
briefs until the first of the week. In 
view of the importance of the case, 
however, he is expected to rush a de- 
cision since publication of the per- 
manent record of the new national 
census is being held up pending a set- 
tlement of the Atlanta question. 

Case To Be Appealed. 

An appeal to the highest tribunal 
of the land is expected to be filed 
regardless of the decision h.nded 
down by Justice Siddons. If Director 
Steuart should lose in the initial ac- 
tion he will appeal to the United 
States supreme court, it is:stated In 
his bebalf, while the same is undoubt- 
ediy true of Atlanta in the event the 
writ is denied.

Heroes of 76 


Residents of This City 
Great-Grandsons of 
Brave Couple of Kings 
Mountain Fame. 


a —_— 


Twenty-seven yearS ago last week 
the Kings Mountain chapter of the 
Daughters of the American Revolu- 
tion unveiled at Brattonsville, S. C., 
a monument to Colonel William Brat- 
ton and his heroic wife, Martha Brat- 
ton. Tuesday, 20 miles from Brat- 
tonsville, President Hoover delivered 
the memorial address at the sesqul- 
centennial celebration of the Battle 
of Kings Mountain. 

The incidents of historical impor- 
tance in the establishment of Amer- 
ica’s independence have a close sen- 
timental interest to three prominent 
Atlantans, direct descendants of the 
Revolutionary Brattons. Colonel T. 8. 
Bratton, 42 Westminster drive, com- 
mandant of Fort McPherson during 
the World War; Dr. L. R. Bratton, 
retired druggist, of 169 Fourteenth 
street, and John Bratton, 180 Thir- 
teenth street, manager of the South- 
ern Insurance Service Bureau, are 
great-grandsons of _ the Brattons 
whose part in winning the young col- 
onies’ freedom was of no little sig- 
nificance. 

The Battle of Kings Mountain, 
which took place in Georgia’s neigh- 
boring state just 150 years ago Tues- 
day, is sub-titled by historians as “the 
turning point of the American Revo- 
lution.” ‘The Battle of Huck’s De- 
feat, in memory of which the monu- 
ment to the two Brattons was un- 
veiled 27 years ago today, is viewed 
as the turning point of the British 
early successes in South Carolina and 
hence as the military event that made 
the American victory at Kings Moun- 
tain possible. It was fought July 
12, 1780. 

Victory Made Possible. 

It was this unplanned preliminary 
encounter that re-established the cour- 
age of the fighters for independence 
in South Carolina after the state had 
been overrun by Red Coats, who, until 
then, had routed all American forces 
that made bold to oppose-the royal 
troops. Colonel Bratton, leading a 
band of 75 unorganized whigs, so de- 
¢isively defeated Captain Huck with 
400 British cavalry and a considerable 
body of tories, that the fragmentary 
Revolution soldiers regained’ their 
coufige, checked the onslaught of the 
British in South Carolina and won 
the critical victory over the British 
at Kings Mountain. 

For this contribution to the win- 
ning of America’s freedom Colonel 
Bratton’s name is inscribed on the 
south side of the monument at Brat- 
tonsville as follows: 

“Field of Huck’s defeat, where 75 
whigs, led by Colonel William Brat- 
ton, defeated a British tory force of 
of 500 men July 12, 1870. Erected 
by the Kings Mountain chapter, 
Daughters of the American Revolu- 
tion, Yorkville, S. C., 1903.” 

On the opposite side of the monu- 
ment is the following inscription: 

“To the memory of Martha Brat- 
ton, wife of Colonel William Bratton. 
Loyal in the face of death: brave in 
the hour of danger; merciful in the 
moment of victory.” 

Woman Led Pursuit: 

The story of how a pioneer woman 
helped in the so-called turning point 
of the Revolutionary War is told of 
Mrs. Bratton, who herself led a de- 
tachment of American soldiers in pur- 
suit of a heavy force of Tories who 
had feasted at the Bratton home, 

Colonel Bratton had received word 
that Captain Huck’s force of redcoats 
intended to swoop down on the Brat- 
ton home, and, instead of preparing 
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in 3minutés

for hostilities, told his wife to welcome 
them with a sumptuous dinner, in or- 
der that they might be delayed until 
he could organize a band of fighting 
Americans. 

This Mrs. Bratton did, and nearly 
lost her life as the result of an en- 
counter with a rabid Tory soldier who 
threatened her with his sword in an 
effort to wring from her the where- 
abouts of her husband. Another Brit- 
ish soldier, however, threw the rowdy 
soldier out of the house, and after 
the British had dined and had loitered 
at length about the house, they left 
the place without molesting the colo- 
nel’s brave wife. 

Chase Redcoats. 

Hardly had the redeoats left when 
Colonel Bratton and about 75 other 
Americans rushed to the _ colonel’s 
home and began to stalk the unwary 
British, Mrs. Bratton leading one de- 
tachment to a left fork of the road 
they had taken, and her husband at 
the head of a small column which fol- 
lowed the right fork. 

It was Mrs. Bratton’s division that 
came upon the British first, and: the 
men in her ranks opened fire. Colo- 
nel Bratton, on the right fork, heard 
the firing, took a short cut through 
the woods and opened fire on the 
Tories’ flank. Believing himself sur- 
rounded by a large American force, 
Captain Huck surrendered. 

Mrs. Bratton’s loyalty in face of 
death, bravery in the hour of dan- 
ger and mercy in the moment of vic- 
tory are indieated in extracts from 
the account of Huck’s defeat delivered 
by Congressman Edward Finley in 
neo unveiling address October 1, 


Defeat of Huck. 


“Huck’s defeat, followed by the vic- 
tory at Musgrove’s mill, led tp to the 
battle of Kings Motntain on Octo- 
ber 7, 1780. Without Huck’s defeat 
the battle of Musgroye’s mill would 
hardly have been fought, and without 
these victories there is little likeli- 
hood that the battles of Kings Moun- 
tain and Cowpens would have taken 
place, and without these battles it is 
improbable that the War of the Revo- 
lution would: have been successful. 

“The women of the Revolution 
played their part in the great strug- 
gle for independence. Particularly 
was this true in this section of the 
state.” 

It was another strange incident of 
the event that the man who had 
threatened Mrs. Bratton died in bat- 
tle, was buried on the Bratton plan- 
tation, and later exhumed and used 
by members of the Bratton family 
to study anatomy in medical courses.

The statement came as a result of 
action of council Monday in referring 
to the charter revision committee sev- 
eral gre sony to cut council's per- 
sonnel from the present 30 members. 

Between now and Tuesday Mr. Key 
will be called. upon by the charter 
revision committee to attend the ses- 
sion to be Held at the Atlanta city 
hall at 3° o’clock on that date or to 
give his preference in the way the 
‘revision should come about. 

Every indication Monday was. that 
council will take definite action’ on 
one of the several proposals, or mod- 
ifications of them; and will ask the 
voters of Atlanta to express their 
views regarding the reduction of the 
present representation in the borough 
government in the general  electivn, 
December 3 

Effective January 1, 1932. 


Under all the proposals, the change 
would become effective after ratifi- 
cation in the referendum and the leg- 
islature on January 1, 1932. The 
Georgia assembly meets next summer, 

Lending his support to a referen- 
dum on the reduction of the borough 
council membership, Mr. Key pointed 
out that any plan adopted in the 
near future should be elastic enough 
to provide for an early granting of 
additional powers to the general mu- 
nicipal government, uniting the vari- 
ous boroughs. 

“I believe some reduction in the 
size of council is wanted and is 
right,” he said, “‘and I see no reason 
for delay. Neither do I share the 
apprehension that a refendum in the 
December election would not be a fair 
test of public opinion. 

“On the contrary, I believe that 
election will be less cluttered up with 
other issues than a primary would 
be, and every indication is that the 
vote will be a representative one be- 
cause of the larger number of coun- 
cilmanic posts to be filled. 

Exact “Formula” Lacking. 

“As to a decision among the va- 
rious proposals, I would not presume 
to advise the committee. Reduc- 
tion in size is sound, but there is no 
exact formula for good government, 
and the plan to be adopted should 
be fixed only after a full public hear- 
ing which may develop many good 
ideas. 

“My only warning would be that 
any charter revision made now should 
be drawn with a view to extension of 
municipal powers of the government 
which unifies our metropolitan area. 
The present general organization § is 
a step toward what is needed. Various 
problems which soon will require solu- 
tion will demand an even strenger 
organization. 

“A metropolitan school district, for 
example, is needed and needed badly. 

“The sewerage problem is another 
to’ be faced in the immediate future, 
one one which can be faced only by 
the creation of a metropolitan sani- 
tary district. 

“These things cannot be done at 
the present moment, and should be 
carefully considered and thoroughly 
thought out. But there is no need to 
delay other desirable reforms until 
the entire program can be worked 
out. We merely, should be sure that 
each change is worked out with a 
view to the entire situation.

COTTON ACREAGE CUTTING. 

The special correspondent of The 
Constitution on duty at Washington 
reports that the federal farm board, 
in the depart-

If acreage reduction and staple 
production is to be left wholly to 
the Judgment of four million indi- 
vidual cotton growers there will be

We will go on over- 
growing and over-grovelling under 
the profit-raking harrows of cotton 
middlemen and exchange specula- 
tors.

If pursued with vigor and 
the co-operation of those forces in 
the south that are necessarily inter- 
ested in the prosperity of the cot- 
ton industry all up the line from 
soil to mill, the effect should be all 
that is hoped.

The esteemed Chattanooga Times 
very justly pours acrid criticism 
upon Georgia for suffering lynch- 
ings to be revived and to go unpun- 
tshed. And then it reports for its 
own community as follows: 

“Among the 121 indictments re- 
turned by the Hamilton county grand 
jury last Friday et the close of a 
four-day session were ten for murder. 
Three of the accused are women and 
one of them, Fred Cornelison, is a 
triple slayer. There were eleven vic- 
tims in all, three of whom were 
women. All of the killings took place 
between July 19 and September 19, a 
matter of two months.” 

We offer no criticism of that con- 
dition as to murders in Chattanooga. 
What we do offer is a problem for 
solution by our law officers; judges 
and criminologists, and that is: to 
tell why in Memphis, Birmingham 
and Atlanta, in that order, have the 
largest number of murders, in pro- 
portion to population, on record an- 
nually in the whole United States? 

Are we southern people just a 
natural born breed of mankillers, as 
prone to take human life by violence 
as the sparks to fly upward? Why 
should we in all our states nearly 
supply the larger part of the homi- 
cide record each year? 

Is it true with us, as the Chat- 
tanooga Times suggests it is in its 
city, that killings are soecommon 
because “‘so many killers come out 
of the courts acquitted or bearing 
ridiculously light prison sentences, 
and that these are in all too many 
instances materially shortened by 
the governor?” 

Here is a problem of local civiliza- 
tion that cries for a solution. Who 
will undertake to find and pin down 
the true answer?

These are but a few. It’s better 
to consider the averages. for they 
tell a composite rounded story. 

Last Fall the Dow-Jones industrial 
averages in the lows of November 
were carried dowm to 198.69. . They 
recovered and moved up gradually un- 
til June last, when, in another stock 
drop, the averages moved back to 
211.84. On September 30, in the last 
break, they moved down to 204.90. 
Last Monday they were down to 
202.76.

Proper Regulation and Taxation +‘ | 
- Of Bus and Truck Lines Is Remedy | 
For Railroad Crisis, Thinks Stanley | 


Editor Constiution: I have read 
your recent editorials on the subject 
of motor bus and truck competition 
with the railroads, with a great deal 
of interest. 

There can be no doubt about the 
gravity of the situation nor the im- 
| portance of the prgblem it . presents. 

I beg to differ, however, with the 
railroad 


suggestion that apparently 


riousness of this matter. It must be 
remembered that these railroads have 


‘been a hundred years in the build- 
ing and that during that time enor- 
‘mous investments have been made im 
their plants, and a service personnel 
created that both in character and 
numbers represents a very substantial 
|part of our citizenship. Even if they 
iwere clothed with full legal authority 
|for the managements of these rail- 
roads to either arbitrarily or hurried- 
'ly apply what they, upon first im- 
pression might conceive to be a rem- 
edy for existing conditions that pos- 
| sibly would impair the value of mil- 
| lions of dollars of railroad securities, 
| constituting as they do the very life 
, blood of our national financial struc- 
ture, as well as seriously affect the 
| earning capacity of thousands of our 
citizens, would be’ neither desirable 
nor just. 

Economic Question, 

; After all, while the problem, in a 
narrow sense, may be a railroad one, 
in its broader analysis it is a public 
and economic one. We should not 
overlook the fact that our railroads, 
in respect to their service and charges 
and even as to their earning capacity, 
are regulated by law. They cannot 
abandon their operations without le- 
gal authority while the trucks can 
discontinue their service at their con- 
venience. It is therefore apparent 
i that on account of .these-restrictions 
and regulations the final solution of 
this problem lies with the people act- 
ing through their duly constituted au- 
thorities and that the managements 
of our railroads, upon their own ini- 
tiative, except within a very narrow 
compass, are powerless to control the 
situation. 

For these reasons every phase of 
the situation should, as The Consti- 
tution is atte.npted to do, be present- 
ed to the public to the end that, after 
being thoroughly advised, its verdict 
may be rigtheous and in the interest 
of all people. Therefore, I gladly ac- 
cept your invitation to record through 
your columns my- personal views. 


I could not possibly, in a. communi-' 
cation as short as this must.of neces- 
sity be, treat the subject exhaustively, 
and I shall, therefore, do no more 
than. endeavor to outline in short 
paragraphs some of the fundamental 
objections, as I see them, to a public 
policy that permits the unfair compe- 
tition which, in my opinion, now 
exists between motor yehicle carriers 
and. our railroads. I shall not dis- 
cuss the destruction. of our highways, 
built with public funds, in. part, sup- 
plied by the railroads, and that must 
eventually be restored with money 
from the same. source, by the heavy 
vehicles that are now being operated 
over them for private gain, nor the 
hazard created by these mastodons of 
modern vehiclar development to the 
occupants of privately-owned cars, 
for whose personal convenience and 
pleasure our modern highways were 
primarily intended. 

These conditions are increasingly 
obvious. I shall deal almost exclu- 
sively with the problem created by the 
operation of the carrier truck rather 
than the bus.: The Jatter does supply 
for short distances*a service that the 
railroads cannot, economically dupli- 
@ate, but its activities should. be rou-4 
fined to this field: of operation for 
which it is peculiarly adapted, and not 
be permitted to extend over long dis- 
tances in competition with the rail- 
roads. ' 

Effect on Public. 


~The thoughts that I shall endeavor 
to outline are more in respect to the 
problem as it affects the public than 
the railroads, because I do not want 
to approach it from a narrow or what 
might be considered a selfish railroad 
viewpoint. With this explanation I 
submit the following, basic observa- 
tions that must be seriously consider- 
el in arriving at any just and final 
conclusions in the premises. : 

I.—The American railways repre- 
sent an investment in land and equip- 
ment ;of approximately $26,000,000,- 
000. The securities representing this 
investment are widely distributed and 
constitute an appreciable proportion 
of the assets of our banks, insurance 
and trust companies, to say nothing 
of the hundreds of millions of dollars 
thereof privately held. To impair the 
long established value of these assets 
as a result of decreasing, and in some 
instances destroying, the earning Cca- 
pacity of the obligors, would weaken 
the financial status of every institu- 
tion holding them, and in all prob- 
ability precipitate a financial crisis. 

IJ.—The American railways paid in 
taxes in the year 1929, to the nation- 
al, state, county and municipal gov- 
ernments, $395,500,000 or $753 per 
minute. Much of these taxes went to 
the support of our eleemosynary insti- 
tutions and our educational system, 
especially the public schools. In the 
southern states with which I am fa- 
miliar, it is the exception to the rule 
if the railroads are not the largest 
single taxpayer in every county in 
which they operate. 

Value ‘to a very large degree, es- 
pecially in the case of. public service 
corporations, is determined by earning 
capacity. If the earning capacity of 
the railroads ‘is lessened as a result of 
the revenues they once enjoyed going 
to the trucks engaged in competition 


their taxable value must be decreased 
and the taxes they now pay material- 
ly lessened. This resultant deficit in 
public revenues can then only be made 
up by increasing “the tax burden of 
the inidividual and other interests 
who are now complaining that it has 
reached the breaking point.

plants will not be switched as heretoe 
ore, 

The inevitable’ result of this would 
be the death knell ito the location in 
small communities of manufacturing 
enterprises requiring systematic raile 
road switching and their concentration 
in large cities where switching serve 
ice 18S always ayailable. Loss thus 
probably resulting to these small 
towns, both in property values and 
population, would be difficut to es- 
timate. | 

Railroads Must Remain. 


VI.—There will be no disagreement 
to the statement that the motor ve- 
hicle has not been nor so far as 
can be foreseen, will it ever be dee 
veloped to the point~where it can sup- 
plant the railroads in the handling of 
‘.2 heavier or basic commodities of 
commerce. The latter must remain, 
therefore, if for no other purpose than 
to handle this class of traffic. | Le 
gally and morally the railroads: are 
entitled to a fair return upon the 
value of their property dedicated to 
the public use. Without it they 
would wither and die. 

If, therefore, the public permits the 
cream or remunerative portion of the 
freight traffic to be diverted from the 
railroads to the truck, thus material- 
ly reducing the earnings of the for- 
mer, i must prepare itself for a sub- 
Stantial increase in the charges of the 
railroads for the transportation of 
the basie commodities of commerce 
which the ‘trucks can not handle, and 
may find that the cents saved here 
and there through patronizing the 
trucks .with their ‘high-class business 
will be translated into a loss repre- 
sented by dollars, through the neces- 
sity of the railroads increasing their 
rates on.all that will be left to them 
>in the main,’ low .grade articles of 
commerce—not ecause in any sense 
they will desire to retaliate but 
through the dire need of providing 
for themselves a living wage.

TALLAHASSEE, Fia., Oct. 7.—{(7) 
Charges of “bribery and illict connec- 
tion with the Zuta and Capone ele- 
ment” alleged to have been made 
against state officials by “two or 


three newspapers of the state” will be 
investigated by a special grand jury 
here October 20. 

Call for the investigation was is- 
sued today by Circuit Judges E. C. 
Love and J. B. Johnson on written 
request from Governor Doyle E. Carl- 
ton who said “insinuations and 
charges” had been brought primarily 
against him. | 

The governor said the “accusations 
are a reflection, not only upon the 
officials, but upon the state as well. 
If true, the people should know it, 
and if false, the officials should be 
vindicated and the matter closed in 
a definite way.” 

In his letter requesting the grand 
jury inquiry, the chief executive sug- 
gested that the court call as witnesses 
“the editor of the Florida State News 
at Tallahassee and the editor of the 
South Jacksonville Herald, men, who, 
according to their publications, as- 
sume to have full and pesitive knowl- 
edge covering these matters.” 

Fred O. Eberhardt, editor of the 
Florida State News, in a brief state- 
ment declared he welcomed the in- 
vestigation, but would insist that the 
grand jury inquire into other charges 
which he said his newspaper has made 
against the governor. 

“It is to be regretted that Governor 
Carlton has called for a secret in- 
vestigation of a supposed charge made 
against him and that he has singled 


out one issue,” said Eberhardt. “And 


while I welcome any investigation of 


the issue, I shall request that there 
be no exclusion of any other charges 
from the inquiry.” 


Nationalists Capture 
Chinese Rebels’ City 


NANKING, Oct. 7:-—(#)—The na- 
tionalist government asserted tonight 
its troops had driven General Feng 
Yu-Hsiang and the majority of his 
100,000 rebels across the Yellow river 
in Honan province and the end of six 
months of rebellion was in sight. 

Chengchow, important rebel base, 
the nationalist claimed, had fallen 
to President Chiang Kai-Shek after 
weeks of stubborn résistance. 

Westward of Chengchow, other na- 
tionalist forces were reported to have 
captured Honanfu, causing northern 
alliance rebels to retreat from the 
Haichow-Tungkwan railway. 

While these claims could not be 
confirmed immediately, they were re- 
garded as probably true and a nat- 
ural denouement of the collapse re- 
cently at Peiping of the northern re- 
bellion when Chang MHsueh-Liang, 
Manchurian’ dictator, forced ‘his 
troops into the city.

“We hold that all men are created 
equal, that they are equal before-the- 
law, and that they should be safe- 
guarded in liberty and, as we express 
it latterly, in equality of opportunity 


to every individual that he may 
achieve for dimself and for the com- 
munity the best to which his char- 
acter, his ability and his ambition en- 
title him.” 

Praising the “American system,” 
Mr. Hoover suggested that efforts to 
define it might as well be abondoned. 
“Some have called it liberalism, but 
that term has become corrupted by 
political use. Some have called it in- 
dividualism, but it is not an individ- 
nalism which permits men to override 
the equal opportunity of others. By 
its enemies it has been called capital- 
ism, yet under its ideals capital is 
but an instrument, not a master. 
Some have called it democracy, yet 
democracy exists elsewhere under s0- 
cial ideals which do not embrace 
equality of tunity.” 

He advan as “a profound proof 
that the doors of opportunity have 
been kept open” the statement that 
90 per cent of the leading administra- 
tive. officials of the federal govern- 
ment, our industries, and our profes- 
sions, started life with no financial in- 
heritance. ‘ :

7.—(?)—Speaking today on “The Past 
and Future” at the celebration today 
of the sesquicentennial of the Battle 
of King’s Mountain in the Revolu- 
tionary War, Mrs. Avis Collier Brown, 
of Atlanta, visioned a future for Amer- 
ica\ without war. 

Mrs.. Brown spoke at the celebra- 
tion at which President Hoover was 
on the program for the principal ad- 


dress, at the King’s Mountain battle 
field just over the state line in South 
Carolina. : 

Of the future, she said, “I see little 
red schoolhouses on every hill. I see 
bright-faced, happy children, well-fed, 
well-clothed, well-educated in a joyous 
happy competition for. the better 
things of life. I see great universi- 
ties with thousands of ‘brainy young 
women gind men preparing for the 
struggle of life. I see no more war. 
Thank God, I see the peace that passes 
understanding. There shall be no mvre 
war. Mothers, see to that. There 
shall be no more-war. Fathers, re- 
frain from it.” 

She said the descendants of heroes 
would be found in every walk of life, 
“senators, governors and high officials 
filing many stations with honor and 
credit to their families and their coun- 
try. I see them honoring those who 
fought here by the manner of their 
lives, and I see them taking part in 
all great néeds that will make our 
country what these heroes desired, and 
fought for it to become, thé land of 
the. free and the home of the grave.” 

Mrs. Brown visioned America of the 
future as a land with “no ‘more

King Orders Extraordi- 
nary Honor Paid Men 
Who Died in. Dirigible 
Disaster in France. 


LONDON, Oct. 8.—(Wednesday.) 
Stately Westminster hall, shrine of 
British history, was chosen tonight, 
through special permission of King 
George, for the lying-in-state of the 
bodies of the 47 dead of the dirigible 
B-101. 


The king, by sanctioning use of 
part of the ancient palace for this 
solemn occasion, associated himself 
personally with the nation’s homage) 
to the dead. 

The bodies will be laid‘in the cen-| 
ter of the great hall. From 35 a. m.} 
Friday morning until 10 p. m. the 
public will be admitted freely. 

It was in this hall, built in 1007 
by King William II and rebuilt and 
enlarged in 397 by Richard II, that 
the body of King Edward VII lay in 
state in 1910. Among others to 
whom a similar honor has been ac- 
corded in modern times was William: 
Ewart Gladstone, the Victorian states-|

“There must always be,” the court 
of appeals held, “some evidence that 
will furnish the jury a reasonable 
basis upon which to estimate the loss 
or actual diminution of capacity to 
earn money.” 

Judgment Affirmed. 

In another opinion, the court of 
appeals affirmed the award of $13.,- 
500 damages to Mrs. Carrie L. Me- 
Lesky, Atlanta, whose husband. an 
engineer on the Seaboard Air Line 
Railroad, was killed when his train 
struck an oil truck at Statham, Ga., 
and the engine was overturned. 

Mrs. McLesky filed suit shortly aft- 
er the accident last year, asking $50,- 
000 damages from G. S. Bunch, own- 
er of the truck.

NEED OF VOCATIONAL 
EDUCATION STRESSED 


MT. BERRY, Ga., Oct. 7.—“Geor- 
gia, with only one-forty-ninth the per 
capita wealth of New York state, and 
one of the poorest states per capita 
in the Union, has great need for voca- 


tional education such as that given |’ 


at the Berry: Schools,” said Paul W. 
Chapman, state vocational education 
director of Athens, speaking~ before 
the monthly convocation of work su- 
pervisors and teachers of the . Berry 
Schools here Tuesday night. 
Speaking on the subject, “Vocation- 
al Efficiency and Education,” Mr. 
Chapman asserted that Georgia and 
the whole south were in great need of 


trained agriculture and home eco- | 


nomic teachers. 

“There always has been college 
training for the professions, such as 
medicine, and the law,” Mr, Chapman 
said, “but for some reason training 
to make a living at any other occupa- 
tion has been frowned upon.” He de- 
fined vocational education as training 
for any specific occupation. 

Georgia, through its congressmen, 
in 1917 took a leading part, in the 
move for government provision of 
money to aid certain types of voca- 
tional education schools of less than 
college grade. Hoke Smith, who visit- 
ed Berry Schools many times while 
governor of the state and in congress, 
was one of the leaders in that move- 
ment, 

‘“‘Vocational education needs little if 
any defense,” Mr. Chapman declared, 
adding, ““When you see the pitifully 
poor homes from which come the stu- 
dents to the colleges, where they are 
taught French, Latin, ancient litera- 
ture, it is pathetic. What Georgia 
needs, what the boys and girls need, 
is to be taught to make a living. 

“In the last 10 years census fig- 
ures reveal that Georgia as a whole 
gained two-tenths of 1 per cent in 
population. Why? ‘The answer ob- 
viously is because a large percentage 
of the population has been engaged 
in agriculture, which for 10 years has 
been unprofitable. Naturally the peo- 
ple have moved into the cities. 

“Vocational training and agricul- 
ture teachers are needed for the peo- 
oe who like the country and prefer 
iving there, if they can do so profit- 
ably. It is important to the country 
as a whole that some people stay on 
the farm. The farmers may be taught 
to work profitably. We have taught 
every one else to make a profitable 
living. 

“The government established the 
farm board in Washington with $500,- 
000,000 behind it. Nearly $300,000,- 
000 were spent in buying up wheat 
and cotton to take a surplus off the 
market. This merely encouraged the 
planting of more of those crops and 
the price is the lowest now in history. 
If that money had been spent in teach- 
ing the farmer, in educating him, con- 
ditions might be on the upgrade now.”

While virtually the whole list of 
foreign bonds was unsettled, prime 
domestic bonds displayed a firm un- 
dertone in dull trading. Most of the 
activity was in second grade liens and 
stock privilege issues where a lower 
trend dominated. Some bonds react- 
ed sharply to new lows for the year. 

Thealay was notable for the appear- 
ance of the largest piece of foreign 
financing of the year in the domestic 
market—the $100,000,000 Canadian 
government 30-year 4 per cent bond 
issue being brought out under the aus- 
pices of an international banking 

} It was oversubscribed during 

ay. 

The liquidation in both foreign and 
domestic bonds swelled the volume of 
business to more than $14,000,000, 
the largest since May 1. ‘Turnover 
in South American issues was larger 
than usual in contrast with fractional 
movements tb t usually prevail. Latin 
American bonds were in supply sev- 
eral points below the previous close. 
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Government, state, municipal and in- 
dustrial bonds of Brazil were the 
hardest hit. 

Sao Paulo State Ss slumped 16 1-2 
points, Brazilian Ss 15, Rio Grande 
do Sul 7s and Brazilian Central Elec- 
tric Railways 7s and Antioquia Ist 
7s, 10 each. Bonds off 5 to 10 points 
included Brazilian 6 1-2s, Caldas De- 
partment 7 1-2s, Cauca Valley 7 1-2s, 
Pernambuco 7s, Rio Grande do Sul 
Gs of 1968, City of Sao Paulo 6 1-2s 
and Bolivian 7s of 1969.

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British Spinners Act 
To Stabilize Prices 


MANCHESTER, Eng., Oct. 7.—(#) 
Spinners of American cotton at a 
meeting today decided to prepare a 
plan which will embody compulsory 
clauses for stabilizing yarn prices. 

The meeting was a special gather- 
ing of members of the federation gen- 
eral committee interested in Ameri- 
can spinning. The session was 
called for the purpose of considering 
the possibility of establishing a 
scheme with compulsory powers, its 
object being the stapilization of 
prices among spinners of American 


cotton. 

The chairman, Fred Holroyd, 
stated after the meeting that the 
principal purpose of the proposed 
scheme was not so much to fix defi- 
nite prices as to establish a principle 
whereby prices could be calculated on 
a basis which, generally speaking, 
would prevent selling at less than cost 
of production from efficient mills on

MOBILE RUSHES — 
PLANS 10 SAVE 
ITS FRANCHISE 


Little Rock Considers 
Moving to Knoxville as 
Lease Is Refused. 


MOBILE, Ala., Oct. 7.—(4)—Plans 
to save Southern association baseball 
for Mobile by preventing the pro- 
posed move of Jimmy Hamilton, club 
owner and manager, to transfer the 
franchise to Knoxville, were discussed 
at a special meeting of the city com- 
mission this morning and announce- 
ment made at the close of the meeting 
that Mayor Hartwell. W. A. Doug- 
las, former club president and now 
a stockholder, and Charles H. Diet- 
rich, of New Orleans, interested in 
the purchase of the Mobile franchise. 
would attend the league meeting at 
Memphis October 14. 

Dietrich, who has been in touch 
with Mayor Hartwell for some time 
with reference to tbe franchise, at- 
tended the conference this morning, 
and it is understood made a proposal 
to the commission to purchase Ham- 
ilten’s stock. It is also understood 
that the commissioners discussed a 
proposal for the city to advance the 
money to purchase the franchise in 
the event Mobile is threatened with 
the loss of baseball, and to resell it 
to a purchaser who will agree to oper- 


'}ate the club and not: move the fran- 


chise from Mobile. It was stated that 
the city does not propose to operate 
the club, but would purchase it and 
then re-sell. 

Another feature, it is understood, 
is that Bob Allen, present Little Rock 
clubowner, is anxious to come to Mo- 
bile, followin;,; trouble in bis home 
city with park owners. The city of 
Mobile is now the owner of the stands 
at Hartwell field, as well as the real 
estate, as Hamilton, the city claims, 
has forfeited his rights to the park 
because of failure to meet certain 
agreements, 


Knoxville Considered 
For Traveler Club. 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Oct. 7.— 
(P)—The Arkansas Gazette says that 
R. G. Allen, owner of the Little Rock, 
Southern association, baseball club, is 
considering Knoxville as a_ possible 
location for the Travelers in the event 
Little Rock fails to provide a park 
and the Mobile franchise is not trans- 
ferred to the Tennessee city. 


The Little Rock school board 
recently refused to renew the 
lease of the club for Kavanaugh 
field. As a result the Travelers 
are without a home. 


Consideration of the future of both 
the Little Rock and Mobile clubs is 
said by the Gazette to be one of the 
problems to be considered at the an- 
nual meeting of league directors at 
Memphis October 12. 

“TI have received a letter from W. 
A. Douglas, former president of the 
Mobile club, inquiring as to the prob- 
ability of moving my team to Mo- 
bile,” the paper quotes Mr. Allen as 
saying. “In reply I asked him what 
proposition he had to offer, and have 
net received an answer yet. 

“The situation here is that we 
have no park to play in and with- 
out a ball park, of course, a ball 
club can’t do business. President 
Martin has advised me not to 
build a park and I will stand by 
his advice and I am sure the 
league will uphold him.” 

The Gazette also says that parties 
interested in blocking the efforts of 
Jimmy Hamilton to move the Mobile 
cluh to Knoxville have opened nego- 
tiations with Allen to transfer the 
Little Rock franchise there if Ham- 
ilton’s proposed move is given ap- 


_ proval by the league.

MALONEY BEATS 
PRIMO CARNERA 


Boston Heavy Defeats 
Giant in Wild 10-Round 
Bout.

BOSTON, Oct. 7.—)—Jimmy Ma- 
loney, considered a “ham and egg” 
heavyweight everywhere except in his 
home city of Boston, upset the pugi- 
listic world here tonight ‘by clearly 
outpointing Primo Carnera, 265- 
pound Italian behemoth, in a wild and 
savage 10-round battle in the Boston 
garden, 

Giving 65 pounds away to the giant, 
Maloney carried the battle to him in 
every round except the first two and 
landed the cleanest punches through- 
out the furious slugtest that caused 
more than 12,000 spectators.-to. yell 
themselves hoarse in every round, _ 

LASHES GIANT. * — © 

Maloney, once he found a way -to 
prevent the giant from pushing him 
into a corner or against the ropes, 
lashed Carnera’s head with wide rights 
and shot straight lefts into his body. 
None of these blows hurt Carnera 
much but, from the third to the ninth 
rounds, they stung enough to make 
him miss _ often. While Maloney 
gamely slugged on to his lead, Car- 
nera instinctively closed in on him 
and battered his head and body with 
short blows. 

This chopping wore Maloney down 
gradually but he digested his punish- 
ment in impressive fashion and beat 
Carnera to most of the punches up 
to the ninth round, 

FIRST U. S. DEFEAT. 

The defeat was the first suffered 
by Carnera since he started his Amer- 
ican campaign early this year. He 
piled up a record of 23 victories, 22 
by speedy knockouts, but ugly rumors 
fullowed most of his contests. . The 
boxing public appeared convinced that 
his bout with Maloney would be hon- 
est and decided to judge him by his 
showing against the Boston favorite. 

Carnera, against the aggressive Ma- 
loney, was impressive only at close 
quarters. Giving away such weight, 
Maloney had to depend upon fast 
footwork and it was seldom that the 
Italian could land a clean blow on 
his circling rival. 

NEVER UPSET. 

And even against the ropes or in a 
corner, Carnera was only able to chop 
short but terrific blows on Maloney’s 
head, neck and body. The Italian did 
not even stagger Maloney at any time 
and the only time that Jimmy lost his 
footing was when he slipped against 
the ropes after missing a wild swing 
for Carnera’s head. 

The victory will undoubtedly place 
Maloney back into the “big money” 
class, from which he was eliminated 
several years ago. Carnera, who sails 
for Italy late this week, will prob- 
ably suffer heavily, since this unex- 
pected defeat will throw most of his 
knockout victories into the discard. 

The unofficial gate receipts figures 
were anounced as $60,000. Carnera’s 
purse was $40,000 and Maloney was 
guaranteed $15,000 with a 25 per cent 
privilege. |

Quick Start Adds to Pow- 
er of Carnegie Tech’s 
Attack.

Georgia Tech’s line will go into the 
Carnegie Tech game Saturday at 
Pittsburgh with instructions to get off 
the. dime at once and stay off it all 
afternoon. 

Mike Miles, who scouted the smooth- 
going Tartans in their game last week 
with dear old Thiel, declares that their 
main strength lies in a quick-start- 
ing backfield. 

The Carnegie backs get off their 
plays with lightning-like speed. It is 
this asset, says the Tech coach, which 
makes their attack more effective than 
it ordinarily would be. 


START FASTER. 


“They have a well-balanced line and 
backfield, powerful and heavy,” said 
Miles, “but what seemed to raise them 
above another team with the same ma- 
terial was the fact that on every play 
the backfield was starting a second 
or so faster than the average back- 
field. 

Tech’s line, if it is able to out- 
charge the Tartan forwards, will 
be able to meet the plays. before 
they gain momentum. In fact, 
it will be necessary for them to 
do this all afternoon. 

“The line will have to stop them,’ 
said Miles. “If a line ever lets up 
charging against that team they will 
score some touchdowns.”

NEW YORK, Oct. 7.—Wall Street 
has reached a point where it is grasp- 
ing at straws. Because of this acute 
state of nervousness a flash whis- 
pered throughout the street that one 
of the largest and most important 
banks in the street had been advising 
clients it was time to purchase good 
stocks for investment was followed by 
a wave of buying. This buying wave 
arrested the downward movement 
which had taken prices down to new 
low levels in the morning and started 
a recovery which in many instances 
closed the pivotal stocks higher than 
the previous final figures. : 

BANK STOCKS BUOYANT. 

One encouraging development was 


the buoyancy developed by important | 


bank stocks following the close of the 


stock exchange. The market for ban 
stocks is over-the-counter and keeps 


open one hour after the close of stock | 


exchange trading. 

Karly in the day the bank stocks 
were under pressure and touched new 
low prices for this movement, but ex- 
cellent buying began appearing in 
the afternoon and these purchases be- 
came more aggressive in the last hour 
of bank stock trading when prices 
advanced sharply under’ the leader- 
ships of Bankers’ Trust Company and 
National City bank shares. 

The general public was badly hurt 
in the market for bank stocks and 
the buying at this time is declared to 
be for the account of interests identi- 
fied with the banking fraternity. 

Questionnaire on Shorts. 

There was no doubt but what the 
blast made in connectiong@with the pos- 
sibility of investigating short selling 
intimidated some amateur shorts fo 
cover their outstanding short commit-

ments, but the big professional shorts 
continue to maintain their positions 
on the short side owing to a belief 
that at present there is a supply of 
stocks far in excess of the demand, 
The size of the short interest is copn- 
sidered large and there is a large bwr- 
rowing demand in the loan crowd on 
the floor of the exchange. 

Rumors were current that the stock 
exchange was contemplating sending 
out a questionnaire asking its mem- 
bers for data relative to short sales 
of stock. It was added, however, that 
such action is not-expected to be taken 
unless there is farther bearish prop- 
aganda circulated and accompanied by 
vicious short selling. 

Reports were current that there are 
a number of bearish pools in opera- 
tion, that they are being run by one 
operator who permits other traders to 
take participations in them. 

The day’s business revealed’ that 
there are still some people in the fi- 
nancial district who have some con- 
fidence in the value of their securi- 
ties. In this regard it was stated that 
there were excellent buying orders 
during the day in Public Service Cor- 
poration of New Jersey, Consolidated 
Gas and United Corporation. Erie 
railroad stock was another issue in 
which there was supposed to be good 
absorption, reported to be for the 
Chesapeake Corporation.

Harvard Announces 
Increase in Salaries 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Oct. 7.—(P) 
Increases in salary for all professors 
and instructors of the faculty of arts 
and sciences was announced today 
by Harvard University. 

The new schedule, which brings the 
first general increase since 1920 and 
provides increases of from $500 to 
$2,000, fixes a minimum annual sal- 
ary of $3,000 and a maximum of $12,- 
000 for professors, a minimum of
